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Le On Karl Marx Avenue (formerly known as Carol Avenue) at the corner of Staelin 
Street, there is a large building which was formerly occupied by the :iinistry 
of Agriculture. This building and the homes surrounding it have beer, vacated 
by civilians and the buildings are now occupied by Soviet troops, Many 
officers live in the area and recently Soviet omen Auxiliary Workers (civilians ) 
have arrived, They live in nearby buildings. An unstated number of Soviet 
Air Force officers also live in this area. 


2. During early September 1950 a large warehouse used by the Soviets in the port 
of Braila was burned. 
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
